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Local Bank Financing 


Key to Sr. Citizen Complex

KINGSTON 


Granada Builders Inc., has everything it needs to 


build a $2.3 million, 100-unit senior citizen complex 
on the former St. Anne's property at Broadway and 
Orchard Street. 


The firm has the solid support of officialdom: 


Mayor Francis R. Koenig and Housing Authority 
Director Alexander Yosman have been behind the 
project from the beginning; all federal and state 
approvals have been granted. 


They have the land: just under three acres 


purchased for some $125,000 from the Order of St. 
Anne's. 


They have or will have upwards of $500,000 of 


their own money in acquisition, costs, architectural 
fees and legal expenses. 


What they don't have is the $1.8 million mortgage 


they need to get the project off the ground. 


It hasn't been for lack of trying. According to 


Martin Aaron, secretary of the corporation, Granada 
has spent the better part of the past three months 
trying to raise the necessary money locally. 


Aaron, prefers to look to the future of the project 


in terms of financing and not to the past but there 
are indications that the city's banks greeted the 
prospect of financing a major senior citizen project 
with something less than overwhelming enthusiasm. 


The story, pieced together from a number of 


reliable sources— the banks refused to comment- 
indicate that Granada's initial overtures for mort- 
gage money were made to the city's largest bank, 
Heritage Savings. 


There is some evidence of a preliminary under- 


standing if not a tentative agreement on a mortgage 
that Granada believed it could afford, toward the 
end of the summer. The "deal" such as it was, fell 
through, however. 


Mayor Francis R. Koenig then summoned all the 


bankers in the city to his office at city hall in an 
effort to put together a package plan whereby each 
of the banks would supply a share of the mortgage 
money.' 


The terms offered by the bankers as a group were 


reportedly 
stiffer than originally suggested by 


Heritage, including such "frills" as two percentage 
points up front (a $36,000 payment before the 
mortgage was granted), no payback options, rights 
to renegotiate the interest, upward, etc. 


Aaron says that the most his firm can afford to 


pay in the way of mortgages is 9.5 per cent interest 
on a 20-year loan. 


Aaron's figures work out like this: On the plus side 


he's got $330,000 coming in if the 100 units are fully 
rented all year. On the minus side he's got project 
expenses of $128,000 plus finance expenses (figuring 


a 9.5 per cent 20-year mortgage with no frills) of 
$198,000. His "profit" is $4,000, he says and out of 
that his firm has to pay back loans on the $500,000 
it's got in the project. 


"It isn't a good deal," he says. "And if I weren't 


living in the city and if I didn't talk to Izzy and Orvil 
Slutzky (his partners) you wouldn't have this 
building in the city of Kingston," says Aaron. Aaron 
admits that there are certain tax benefits to him and 
his partners. 


Granada is currently negotiating with Rondouc 


Savings and Kingston Trust in an effort to put 
together a package. "We look on this as something 
of a civic venture," said Aaron. "And we feel local 
banking should be involved. We'd prefer not to go 
outside the area financing. 


"It would be a hell of a shame if this building 


didn't go up in the city of Kingston." 


Aaron is hoping for definite word on financing 


within the next week or »o. He says the apartment 
complex could be completed in 12 months, once 
financing is arranged. 


The city was one of the last municipalities t> 


qualify under a federal rent subsidy program where - 
by tenants will be charged 25 per cent of their 
income for rent with the federal government picking 
up the remainder.

Six Youths Charged With Manslaughter 


MAYONE WATCHES THREE LEAVE COURT

TOWN OF ESOPUS 


Six area youths were ordered held without bail Sunday 


following their arrests on charges of first degree manslaughter 
and second degree robbery in the death of Kenneth Taylor, 21, 
of 95 Main Street, Fxisendale, whose body was found Friday 
afternoon by a hunter off Tooley Lane in New Salem. 


Sheriff Thomas F. Mayone said the six youths allegedly had 


apparently wanted "to teach the victim a lesson" because he 
had "ripped them otf about n year agn ol some $100. 


The six charged in the slaying were identified as Kevin A. 


Buboltz, 16, and his brother Joseph Buboltz, 17, both of 277 
Salem Street, Port Ewen; Gary S. Kithcart, 19, of 235 Salem 
Street, Port Ewen; John F. Genther, 16, of Clay Road, Port 
Ewen; Anthony J. Rasso, 19, of Main Street, St. Remy; and 
Ralph N. Wade, 20, of 85 Wurts Street, Kingston. 


The six were taken into custody between 3 a.m. and 8 a.m. 


Sunday by the sheriffs department following an around-the- 
clock investigation by detectives and members of the uniform 
division following the dif-0"-?" -•>' the body of Taylor, who had 
been beaten and stabbed. 


Coroner William S. Keyser has ruled the death a homicide, 


explaining that Taylor died of shock due to exsanguination 
(excessive bleeding) due to a stab wound cutting an artery in 
the victim's left leg. 


First Assistant District Attorney Michael Kavanagh ex- 


plained today that should the full autopsy report show that the 
death was solely due to the stabbing, manslaughter charges will 
be dropped against five of the youths. Authorities have not 
indicated which youth allegedly stabbed Taylor with a folding 
hunting knife, which has been recovered by sheriffs detectives. 


The six youths were arraigned before Esopus Town Justice 


Robert Jordan shortly after noon Sunday. A large crowd 
including relatives of the suspects, curious onlookers and. 
reportedly, relatives of the victim were either in the small 
Esopus courtroom or waited outside. The youths were escorted 
to and from court in handcuffs and under heavy guard. 


Schlesinger, Colby Are Fired 
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IS BETTER

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — 


President Ford has fired James 
R. Schlesinger as secretary of 
defense and William E. Colby 
as CIA director in what ap- 
parently is a major quarrel 
over detente that also saw 
Henry A. Kissinger step down 
as head of the National Secur- 
ity Council, sources said to- 
day. 


NBC-TV reported that both 


Schlesinger and Colby con- 
firmed this morning that they 
had been fired. The network 
quoted Colby as saying he was 
returning to private law prac- 
tice. 


The White House would not 


comment on the wide ranging 
administration shake-up, the 
likes of which have not been 
seen 
in 
Washington 
since 


Richard M. Nixon fired the 
top Justice Department of- 
ficials during the "Saturday 
Night Massacre" two years 
ago. 


No reason was given for the 


dismissals but sources 
speculated that it grew out of 
a difference of opinion between 
Schlesinger, 
who favored a 


strong defense and a tougher 
stand against Moscow, and 
Ford and Kissinger, the propo- 
nents of detente. 


Colby had been expected to 


leave early next year because 
of recent criticism of the CIA. 


Congressional and adminis- 


tration sources confirmed the 
dismissals 
and said 
there 


would likely be these changes 
in the government: 


— Kissinger will leave as 


head of the National Security 
Council, which many con- 
gressional 
critics, especially 


Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., 
had 
asked him to do. 


Kissinger's chief military aide, 
Air Force 
Lt. Gen. Brent 


Scowcroft, will take his place. 


— Donald H. Rumsfeld, a 


long-time Ford associate and 
currently White House chief of 
staff, will replace Schlesinger 
at the Pentagon 


— George Bush, the Ameri- 


can representative in China, 
will replace Colby as head of 
the the secret Central In- 
telligence Agency. 


Jackson, who made the first 


announcement of the shake-up 
Sunday, praised Schlesinger 
as a "breath of fresh air on 
Capitol Hill" and said he be- 
lieved the secretary of defense 
was fired because of dif- 
ferences of opinion with Kis- 
singer. 


Jackson 
said 
Schlesinger 


"told the truth to Congress. He 
never equivocated. That's not 
the case with Dr. Kissinger. 
And his standing on the hill — 


that is Schlesmger's — has 
risen steadily."

efeller told President Ford today he would not be his 
running mate in the 1976 presidential campaign. 


Rockefeller said in a letter to Ford, "After much thought 


I have decided I do not wish my name to enter into your 
consideration for the upcoming Republican vice presiden- 
tial nominee." 


"I shall, of course, continue to serve as vice president to 


discharge my constitutional obligations'and to assist in 
every way I can in carrying on to cope with the problems 
that confront the nation until the installation once again of 
a president and vice president duly elected by the people of 
this great republic," Rockefeller said. 
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Schlesinger of his dismissal 
Sunday morning in Washing- 
ton. 


Colby's dismissal was ex- 


pected, but not until after con- 
gressional hearings on the U.S. 
intelligence agency were over. 


Sources said recent news 


conference at which Schles- 
inger denounced S7.6 billion in 
House-approved defense cuts 
deeply annoyed Ford because 
of the secretary's brashness. 


Schlesinger called the cuts 


"deep, savage and arbitrary'," 
and warned the United States 
is heading for military in- 
feriority before the Soviet Un- 


ion. 


But White House d i s - 


pleasure with Schlesmger goes- 
deeper, and centers largely on 
his distrust of the Russians as 
reliable partners in detente. 


In a magazine interview four 


months before former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon resigned, 
Ford said if he became Presi- 
dent he would dismiss Schles-

May Close Wards 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Cook 


County Hospital, target of an 
eight-day walkout by 450 in- 
terns and resident physicians 
•— the longest doctors' strike in 
the nation's history — may 
close some wards and lay off 
employes. 


The strike has reduced the 


inpatient count at the hospital 
to about half the normal load 
of 1,000 patients. Some 125 
senior doctors, many of them 
chairmen of departments 
whose jobs do not include pa- 
tient care, were filling in for 
the striking doctors. 


Dr. James G. Haughton, the 


director of the Health and 
Hospitals Governing Com- 
mission, said 
Sunday 
the 


board would meet today to 
consider closing wards and 
laying off employes later this 
week, should the strike con- 
tinue. Such action, Haughton 
said, would be "an odious last 
resort." 


The commission also 


planned to seek a permanent 


injunction against the strikers, 
Haughton said. A temporary 
restraining order against the 
walkout was obtained last 
Monday but the strikers 
vowed to stay off the job until 
they sign a new contract. 


The hospital's local unit of 


the Illinois Nurses Association 
told Haughton it would go to 
court to head off layoffs of 
nurses and support personnel. 


The striking interns and res- 


ident doctors are members of 
the hospital's House Staff As- 
sociation. Salary, working 
hours and what they see as 
patient p.are deficiencies are 
issues in the strike. 


Dr. Quentin Young, Director 


of Medicine at the hospital, 
said a "grave kind of situ- 
ation" had developed at the 
hospital. 


He blamed the situation on 


the commission's "business as 
usual" policy allowing an in- 
flux of patients to the under- 
staffed hospital.

overturned it in the 


middle of the street. 


A doctor who lives nearby 


treated Charnley, who was 
trapped in the car by his seat- 
belt and had to be cut free by 
ambulance attendants. 


Bleeding from the head and 


face and apparently suffering 
serious leg injuries, Charnley 
was rushed to a hospital. 


Police said the' bomb was 


apparently attached to the en- 
gine and was triggered by the 
ignition. 


Charnley's housekeeper, 


Miss Rue King, said she spoke 
to the lawyer just before he left 
his home. 


"He shut the door and a 


minute later there was this 
almighty explosion," she said. 


"I ran out, and all I could see 
was smoke. 


She said the car landed in 


the middle of the road, as 
neighbors ran to Charnley's 


aid. 


"Mr.

scious and talking," she-said. 


Miss King said she believed 


Charnley lost a leg in the 
blast.

they believed nuclear war in 
some form will erupt before

"A very nasty kind of world 


government may be necessary 
if we are to survive in the world 
I see ahead," wrote one of the 
participants, George Rathjens, 
an MIT professor. 


"It would take an enormous 


surrender of sovereignty to 
bring nuclear proliferation un- 
der control ... a radical change 
in our whole life-style, mean- 
ing the surrender of most dem- 
ocratic values and the addition 
of rather brutal methods to 
keep the nuclear threat under 
control. A very nasty kind of 
world government may be nec- 
essary if we are to survive in 
the world I see ahead. Such a 
harsh government is a very 
grim prospect and it's not very 
likely. Nuclear war is more 
conceivable," said Rathjens, 
the former chief scientist and 
deputy director of the Ad- 
vanced Research Project Agen- 
cy for the Department of De- 
fense.

Fifty-two candidates for 


public office in Ulster County 
have responded to a question- 
naire distributed by the Feder- 
ated Sportsmen's Clubs of Ul- 
ster County, and most ex- 
pressed support for issues pro- 
moted by sportsmen.

Mayone's Proposal 


The offer of something for nothing is difficult to 


turn down, particularly at present when individuals 
and local governments would like to stretch their 
dollars as far as possible. But it is just such a 
something-for-nothing offer made by Sheriff Thom- 
as F. Mayone — better police protection "with little 
or no increase in local taxes" — which must be 
turned down at present. 


Mayone's suggestion that all town and village 


police departments in Ulster County be disbanded 
and that the money, manpower and equipment for 
those departments be turned over to the sheriffs 
department may have some good points, but the 
potential disadvantages' far outweigh the dvan- 
tages. 


First of all, the contention that a county-wide 


police agency can be formed as Mayone suggests 
without an increase in local taxes must be looked 
upon with a large measure of doubt. By Mayone's 
own admission, the formation of a county-wide 
police department separate from the sheriffs de- 
partment couldn't be done without a huge increase 
in taxes. There is absolutely no reason to believe the 
formation of such a super-agency with a sheriff at 
the helm would be any cheaper. 


Those residents and officials in townships and 


villages which spend little or nothing at present on 
police protection who think they can get vastly 
increased protection under Mayone's 
proposed 


agency without a large increase in taxes, should 
think again. And those localities which currently 
spend large sums of money for police protection can 
expect a decrease in only one area if a county-wide 
police department is formed without a jump in 
taxes — a decrease in police protection. 


As it presently stands, Ulster County's mixture of 


urban, suburban and highly rural areas does not 
lend itself to a county-wide agency as the only 
police department in the county. Each locality must 
look to its own police needs, call on the state police 
or sheriffs department when necessary for aid, and 
spend the additional funds it deems necessary 
locally if it wants increased police protection. 


The possibility of such a county-wide agency 


becoming the only police department in the county 
is apparently not remote, judging by the reported 
pull-out of state police in Suffolk and Nassau 
counties, where county-wide agencies have been 
formed. The loss of these highly trained and 
experienced police officers in Ulster County would 
be little short of disaster. Residents could not afford 
the extreme costs of obtaining, training and keeping 
such high-caliber police officers in a county-wide 
agency. The loss of such men would almost undoub- 
tedly result in a rise in crime in Ulster County, not 
a decrease. 


The potential dangers of political influence with 


an elected official in charge of a county-wide police 
agency should also not be ignored, despite argu- 
ments to the contrary. 


The day may come when a county-wide police 


force should be established in Ulster County, but 
that day has not yet arrived. Other alternatives 
aimed at halting the increase in crime should be 
considered first.

WASHINGTON—All too often, legislation is shaped more by 


the hidden pressures than the public debates. Big Business is 
concentrating pressure on 54 Congressmen, for example, to kill 
the consumer protection bill. 


The Senate has already adopted the bill, which would 


establish a special agency to fight for consumers' rights. The 
House is expected to give its approval on Wednesday. 


But President Ford has threatened to veto the bill. The real 


question, therefore, is whether the advocates can mjster enough 
votes on Wednesday to override a veto. 


The issues will be debated on the House floor, but the 


struggle will be decided in the backrooms. 


Business groups have sent their pitchmen and pleaders to 


Capitol Hill to whisper blandishments in congressional ears. To 
guide them, the U.S. Chamber of Commerce has circulated 


confidential "target lists" of Congressmen who may be un- 
decided on the bill. 


Of the 190 names on the lists, 54 are marked for a special 


effort. They are feeling the pressure from such groups as the 
National Association of Food Chains, National Association of 
Manufacturers and Business Roundtable, not to mention such 
individual corporations as General Motors, Ford, Sears and 
General Electric. 


We have obtained the confidential lists and have identified 


the marked Members. Among them are such powers in the 
House as Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., Republican Whip 
Robert Michel, R-I1L, Republican Conference chairman John 
Anderson, R-lll., Budget Chairman Brock Adams, D-Wash., 
and Ways and Means chairman Al Ullman, D-Ore. 


Other key Congressmen on the lists are William Cohen, R- 


Me., Silvio Conte, R-Mass., Pierre duPont, R-Del., Marvin

economic squeeze are the elderly, who have worked hard all 
their lives for pensions that were supposed to take care of them 
during their sunset years. 


Inflation has stripped these pensions of their value and has 


left hundreds of thousands of retired workers despetately 
impoverished. Even more hopeless are those without pensions 
who must survive on starvation Social Security benefits. 


On Capitol Hill, the new House Select Aging Committee is 


supposed to be solving the problems of the elderly. The 
committee has spent more than $145,000 this year to seek 
solutions. Yet it hasn't prepared a_sin(,h official report nor 
made a single formal recommendation. 


One reason is that Chairman Williai i Randall, D-Mo., has 


turned the committee payroll into a remsje for witch hunters 
from the extinct House Internal Securit) Committee. At least 
four of the Aging Committee's top staff members, including 
staff director Bob Homer, are retreads from the Internal 
Security Committee. 


Their experience with geriatrics, except possibly for some 


elderly communists, is non-existent. 


Our inquiries stirred Chairman Randall to rush off an 


emergency memo to his colleagues on the committee. Warned 
the chairman: 


"Bob Homer, staff director ol the Committee on Aging, was 


interviewed by Bob Owens, a member of the staff of Jack 
Anderson, the" columnist . . . Owens had in his possession a 
memorandum written by Mr. Homer to the staff . . .

deans, teachers and others 
peer at contemporary college 
students and say—"they're 
different" from thrase of the 
sixties. 


Such an observation takes 


no great talent in analysis. 
Today's students are not the 
same humans that filled the 
schools in the sixties. 


Nevertheless, there's a cer- 


tain amount of nostalgia along 
the academic trail for the gen- 
eration gap that so plainly 
showed in the sixties. 


No administrator wants to 


bring back the riots of these 
years but many would like 
students who aren't carbon 
copies of their parents. 


At Patent's Day Kingman 


Brewster, president of Yale, 
recently told the Moms and 
Dads he sometimes 
"grows 


nostalgic for the generation 
gap." 


"Parents, these students are 


just like you," he said. 


The parents didn't know 


whether to be thrilled or de- 
pressed by the remark. 


Dr. Ronald Jackson, dean of 


student life at the University 
of Rochester since 1966, has> 
done something better than 
just make puzzling remarks 
about the different crops of 
students. 


Back in 1967 he spoke and 


wrote about "Salvation, Trial 
and Individualism"—a report 
actually on attitudes of 
Rochester students of the six- 
ties. And recently he polled 
contemporary students—prob- 
ing their altitudes. 


Highlights of the two re- 


ports: 


• In 
the 
1960s 
students 


showed great faith in the idea 
cf education as key to every- 
thing desirable in life. Educa- 
tion had virtually replaced re- 
ligion as the new salvation. 


• Students of the sixties dis- 


played a kind of basic anxiety 
and an alienation from adults 
unparalleled in previous gen- 
erations. 
This 
showed 
in 


clothes, manners, morals, poli- 
tics. 


• Students of the sixties saw 


themselves as a people un- 
tested and very much in need

Workers Would Oust Miller 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 


The international executive 
board of the United Mine 
Workers of America has voted 
by a 2-1 margin to call a 
convention to oust union Pres- 
ident Arnold Miller. 


An official of the United 


Mine Workers Union says the 
IEB vote, taken Friday, was a 
"stupid" lunge for control of 
the coal union by its No. 2 
man. 


The official, who declined to 


be identified, predicted that 
nothing would come of the 14- 
6 vote to oust Miller. The 
executive board is composed of 
a representative of each of the 
union's 21 districts, plus its 
three top officers. 


The union, scandal-racked 


in the past, is in the midst of 
an election struggle between 
Miller and International Vice 
President Mike Trbovich. 


The official said proponents 


of the motion to remove Miller 
from the office he has held 
since 1972 were "stupid 
enough to think that they 
could do it this way. Probably 
tomorrow they will vote that 
the sun will rise in the West." 


The union's international 


executive board planned to 
meet today.

affairs, but not a member of 
the board, Friday introduced a 
motion to call a special union 
convention for the purpose of 
removing Miller, the official 
said.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


U.S. 
B u r e a u of Labor 


Statistics says municipal em- 
ployes of New York State, New 
Jersey and Connecticut are 
among the highest paid state 
workers in the country. 


Herbert Bienstock, head of 


the BLS New York regional 
office, said Sunday that 1972 
data showed the total com- 
pensation for employes of the 
three states, excluding those 
at state colleges, was exceeded 
only in Alaska. 


New York State ranked sec- 


ond in the level of wages and 
fringe benefits it doled out, 
Bienstock said, paying an av- 
erage $7.58 per hour, 40 per 
cent over the national average. 


New Jersey, which com- 


pensated its employes to the 
tune of $6.98 and hour, or 29 
per cent above the national 
norm, ranked third, he said. 
Connecticut placed fourth 
with $6.90 an hour, 28 per cent 
ever the average. 


The hourly rate in Alaska 


was $9.53, the BLS regional 
director said. The state with 
the lowest total compensation 
was Arkansas at $3.75 per 
hour. 


Bienstock said New Jersey 


workers surpassed their New 
York colleagues in terms of 
salary alone, $6.20 per hour to 
$5.96. 


However, he added, New 


York's ratio of fringe benefits 
to salary — $1.59 per hour or 
21.1 per cent of total com- 
pensation — was the highest in 
the country and nearly double 
the national average. 


Excluding Alaska, the next 


nearest state was Wisconsin 
with fringes amounting to 99 
cents an hour, Bienstock said. 
The ratio between salary and 
fringes was closer to the na- 
tional norm in both New Jer- 
sey and Connecticut.

Thirty percent 
would translate into about 
75,000 signatures which are 
needed foor Miller's ultimate 
removal.

It's quite another to get 75,000 
members to vote," the official 
said.

university offices more. 


Dean Jackson belie\es stu- 


dent apathy is dropping off 
and that there is a trend to 
'-tudents wanting to become 
joiners again. But that's not 
all 


Students seem to be dressing 


better. No longer do they use 
clothing to convey personal de- 
spair. 


The ethic of extreme indi- 


vidualism of the sixties seems 
to be lessening. One result: 
upper classmen are helping 
freshmen and freshmen are 
helping freshmen. 


There's less "free floating" 


hostility on campus now than 
there was in the sixties, ac- 
cording to the dean's survey. 


The dean also found that 


students' great alienation from 
and disillusionment with the 
system have been tempered in 
the post-Watergate times by 
members of the system ha\ing 
been called to account for their 
actions. 


The current crop of students 


does not include something 
common in the student body 
in the sixties—males who were 
in college to keep out of the 
military dralt. 


It wns the lirst timp in his- 


tory that going to college could 
save one out of the draft while 
a "hot" war WHS goinj; on. 


No one e\er will know how 


much such compulsory higher 
education contributed to un- 
rest and turmoil on the cam- 
pus in the sixties. 


Today's students of their 


own tree will are in college that 
is where thes want to be—for 
an txiiuntion.

Miss Bailey came to the 


rescue when country singer 
Johnny Cash had to bow out of 
a performance on the White 
House stage at the state dinner 
honoring Egyptian President 


, Anwar Sadat. 


Afterwards, 
she had 
her 


choice of sleeping in 
the 


Queen's bedroom or the Lin- 
coln suite. She had thought 
that she would take the 
Queen's room but realized that 
"by tradition" 
she should 


spend the night in the historic 
Lincoln bedroom. 


Mrs. Ford came in to see her 


before bedtime and asked her 
if she really thought she would 
be comfortable. The whole 
scene was like that in many 
homes when there is a house 
guest. Mrs. Ford stayed up 
chatting with the singer and 
her husband until 3, while 
President Ford went off to bed.

Bailey and her husband raved 
about the "good hard mat- 
tress." 


"I've never slept more com- 


fortably," said Miss Bailey. 


Her husband Louis said the 
mattress was like a board.

On a wall in the Lin- 
coln suite was one of the five 
copies of the 
Emancipation 


Proclamation. It was dated 
Nov. 19, 1863. The date coin- 
cided with the date of their 
marriage — Nov. 19, 1952. 


First lady Betty Ford likes to 


keep a trim figure. Some 
would call her not only slim 
but skinny. 


She does it by dieting. When 


she hit 111 pounds on the scale 
in Vail, Colo., during a relaxed 
vacation last August, she de- 
cided to cut down oh her eat- 
ing. 
Sheila Weidenfeld, her 


press secretary, said Mrs. Ford 
likes to stay around 105 to 106 
pounds. 


During the days when her 


husband was a congressman 
she weighed about 125 to 130 
pounds. But

Kissinger may have gotten a 
political sign from the banquet 
hall in Peking. 


He was not served Peking 


duck on his recent trip to 
China. In fact he had to order 
it for the menu that he served 
when he gave a return banquet 
to thank Chinese officials for 
their hospitality. 


But the Chinese insist that, 


there was no slight. The real 
delicacy in their gourmet pan- 


try, they say, is the left foot of 
a bear. 


Kissinger is taking in stride 


his faux pas when his micro- 
phone was open at a dinner 
table in Ottawa and he made 
frank comments about Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis and others.

WASHINGTON (UP!) - 


President Ford's coming China 
trip brings to mind one of the 
sayings of Secretary of State 
Henry 
A. Kissinger about 


diplomatic pomp and circum- 
stance: "There is less here 
than meets the eye." 


Ford's mission to Peking will 


likely be of no more signifi- 
cance than exactly what meets 
the eye. It will be done in the 
richness of a Mandarin sleeve 
and as sweetly as the temple 
bells the Chinese like to tinkle 
for VIP guests in their museum 
of bourgeois natural history. 


For both Ford and Chinese 


Communist Party Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung,'the American 
President's corning will be a 
political-diplomatic circus to 
impress the folks at home in 
the United States and in 
China. 


Mao, according to evidence 


mustered during Kissinger's 
visit to Peking last week, re- 
mains firmly in command of a 
ship of state. 


To the left of Mao's regime 


lies the radical element. They 
show themselves in such ways 
as strikes in Shanghai, China's 
biggest city and a metropolis 
which is to Mao what fiscally 
troubled New York is to Ford. 


To the right is the People's 


Liberation Army and its allies. 
From them could spring a 
move to bury the hatchet with 


Moscow and re-form a world 
Communist bloc against 
America. 


Mao may style himself as a 


Charles de Gaulle—as being 
not to the right or left bat 
above. 
But, 
according 
to 


diplomats in Peking, the 81- 
year-old chairman is a middle- 
of-the-roader in his manor as 
Ford is in his. 


And the coming of Ford will 


show both left and right in 
China that his regime can still 
attract the greater leaders of 
the world to his doorstep. 


And for Ford the trip would 


show Americans at home that 
he, like such past Presidents 
as Richard M. Nixon and John 
F. Kennedy, can seem to move 
with power and glory on for- 
eign shores. Such would be 
good for a 1976 presidential 
candidate. 


But what could Ford actual- 


ly accomplish in Peking 
beyond the ceremonial rituals? 
Little. Like the red and black 
lacquer boxes sold in the Pe- 
king Friendship Store, Ford's 
trip is likely to be showy on the 
outside and empty on the in- 
side. 


What are the problems that 


will face Ford and Mao? 


Taiwan: Ford is most unlike- 


ly, especially with an election 
coming up, to mark his Peking 
visit by lessening U.S. ties to 
the nationalist Chinese regime 
on Formosa, the one act Pe- 
king demands as the price for 
normalizing Sino-American re- 
lations. Besides, what good for 
America would such tie-cut- 
ting do?

He noted that Gov. Hugh 


Carey had designated Ulster 
County to be part of a region 
which also includes Dutchess, 
Orange, Putnam, Rockland, 
Sullivan and Westchester.

Torch Was Too Hot for Bengals; 
Only Vikings Remain Unbeaten

The torch became too hot for the Cincinnati Bengals to 


handle...and now only the Minnesota Vikings remain in the 
hunt for pro football immortality. 


Only three teams have ever gone through a National Football 


League season without a loss or a tie blemishing their records: 
the 1972 Miami Dolphins, the 1942 Chicago Bears and the 1934 
Bears. 


The Bengals and Vikings both carried 6-0 records into 


Sunday's action but only Minnesota was left standing when the 
roll call of unbeatens was read off at the end of the day. But 
the Vikes had scorched fingertips to show for their 28-17 
triumph over Green Bay. 


Cincinnati was soundly beaten on its home turf by the 


Pittsburgh Steelers, 30-24, to cause a log jam at the top of the 
AFC Central Division. Three of the four teams in the AFC 
Central—Pittsburgh, Cincinnati and Houston—are tied for 
first place with 6-1 records. 


The only team not in first place is winless Cleveland, which 


dropped its seventh straight game Sunday to Baltimore, 21-7. 
Houston asserted its claim on first place with a 17-13 triumph 
over Kansas City. 


Terry Bradshaw threw touchdown passes of 37 and 25 yards 


to Lynn Swann to keep Pittsburgh afloat offensively and safety 
Mike Wagner made two key fourth quarter interceptions to stall 
a frantic Cincinnati rally over the final 15 minutes. 


Pittsburgh carried a 23-3 lead into the final quarter but Ken 


Anderson threw touchdown passes of 34 yards to Charlie Joiner 
and three yards to Essex Johnson to pull Cincinnati within six. 


Wap.iei intercepted passes to kill off the next two Bengal 


drive.! and carried his second theft 65 yards to set up 
Pitt.ibu.-gVs clinching touchdown, a one-yard plunge by Brad- 
shaw. 


Anderson hit Chip Myers with a 22-yard touchdown pass on 


the last play of the game to account for the final six point 
margin. 


"Tftis was more crucial for Pittsburgh than us," Cincinnati 


Coach Paul Brown said. "If they lost, they would have been 
two games down. It was a tough football game that we lost. 
Period. We played hard, but lost to a great team. So what?" 


Minnesota trailed 17-14 heading into the final quarter against 


Green Bay, which just two weeks back knocked Dallas from the 
unbeaten ranks for its only victory. 


But Fran Tarkenton fired his second and third touchdown 


passes of the game in that final quarter to give Minnesota seven 
victories at the outset of a season for the second time in three 
years. The Vikes went nine games before losing in 1973. 


"This is the finest Minnesota team I've ever seen," said 


Packer Coach Bart Starr. 


"It's easy to see why Minnesota is unbeaten," added Green 


Bay linebacker Fred Carr. "Tarkenton is the best there is. He 
always has that team going forward—always forward, never 
backward." 


Tarkenton hit 24 of 30 passes for 285 yards, including 


touchdown passes of 19 yards to John Gilliam and 10 yards to 
Chuck Foreman in the final period. He earlier tossed a five- 
yard scoring strike to tight end Stu Voigt. 


"It's a real drag playing those guys," said Green Bay 


defensive back Perry Smith. "Minnesota doesn't do anything 
fancy. They don't try to trick you. They just execute, execute, 
execute..." In other games, Oakland dumped Denver 42-17, 
Buffalo nipped the New York Jets 24-23, Miami mauled 
Chicago 46-13, St. Louis dumped New England 24-17, Wash- 
ington tripped Dallas 30-24 in overtime, New Orleans clubbed 


Atlanta 23-7, Detroit mugged San Francisco 28-17 and the New 
York Giants outscored San Diego 35-24 in the lone game 
Saturday.

victory since the final game of the 1973 season. Jones completed 
16 of 21 passes for 103 yards with touchdown strikes to 
Raymond Chester and Lydell Mitchell.

Giacomin Came Home a Winner

It was just one week removed from being an incredibly great

shadowed the game itself, and Ranger Captain Brad Park said: 
"Eddie Giacomin didn't beat us with his goaltending tonight. 
He beat us with his presence on the ice. It took a lot of 
concentration out of our heads and you can't play this game 
unless you're fully concentrating." 


Giacomin said it was a difficult situation both for him and 


the Ranger players, adding, "If I didn't have a mask I would 
have broken out in tears three or four times...One player said

If the Seattlt Seahawks are still in search of a head coach 


for next season when they begin play in the National Football 
League, they might give Mike White of the University of 
California a good looking over. 


At least that way the Seahawks will be assured one victory 


next season—when they play the other NFL's other new team, 
the Tampa Buccaneers. 


The Buccaneers will be coached by John McKay, one of the 


most successful coaches in college football history at Southern 
California with four national championships. 


McKay had hoped to make it five national crowns in this his 


last season at USC but was dealt a severe blow Saturday— a 
28-14 setback at the hands of White's underdog California 
Bears, 


"This is without a doubt the finest victory I have ever been 


associated with in my career," White said. "I never have had 
a finer victory. We went out and took it to them and we beat 
a great team." 


The victory snapped Southern Cal's unbeaten string at 18 


games and dropped the Trojans, the heavy pre-season favorite, 
into a second place tie in the Pacific Eight Conference with 
UCLA, Stanford and Washington. The loss came just one day 
after McKay announced he would be leaving USC at the end 
of the season to join Tampa. 


For California, it was the school's biggest victory since White 


took over as head coach four years ago and started a rebuilding 
program. It left the Gc'den Bears at 4-1 in the PacS and 5-3 
overall. 


The sledge hammer in the California attack was tailback 


Chuck Muncie, who ran for 143 yards and caught five passes 
for 62 more to upstage highly-publicized USC tailback Ricky 
Bell, who rushed for 124 yards in his poorest performance of 
the season. 


"Muncie is just an excellent runner and he does so many 


things well," McKay said. "We have no excuses and I don't 
think the coaching announcement was a distraction. We simply 
didn't play as well as we are capable on one hand and Cal 
played excellent on the other." 


Two other unbeaten teams ranked in the nation's top ten 


survived serious scares Saturday by lightly-regarded opponents 
—No. 1 ranked Ohio State and No. 7 Michigan. 


Ohio State took a 17-0 lead into the iockerroom at halftime 


against Indiana but the Hoosiers returned to score a pair of 
quick touchdowns to pull to within three points through three 
quarters. Pete Johnson scored his 19th touchdown of the year 
aith 6:22 remaining to clinch the victory—but not by the six 
touchdown margin which was expected of Ohio State. 


Michigan was a 25-point pick to knock off Minnesota but the 


Wolverines could not put the game away uutil midway through 
the final quarter when tailback Gordie Bell ripped off a 23-yard 
scoring run to give Michigan a 28-21 victory. 


No. 2 Oklahoma had a relatively easy time against No. 15 


ranked Oklahoma State, coasting to a 27-7 triumph on the 
strength of two touchdown runs by quarterback Steve Davis 
before the largest crowd ever to view an Oklahoma State home 
game. 


Third-ranked Nebraska also had easy going in what was 


expected to be a close game, swatting No. 12 Missouri 30-7 with 
Vince Ferragamo tossing three touchdown passes. No, 6 ranked 
Alabama was a nonchalant 21-10 victor over Mississippi State 
while No. 8 Texas struggled before downing Southern Method- 
ist 30-22. 


No. 9 ranked Penn State nipped Maryland 15-13 on three 


Chris Bahr field goals and No. 10 Florida pasted Auburn 31- 
14 to hand Shug Jordan his fourth loss in eight games in his 
last season at the helm of the Tigers.

'Best Sightseeing in the World 


From Deck of Hudson River Ferry'

KINGSTON 


"The best sightseeing in the 


east — and in m> opinion, 
virtually in the world — I 
found from the deck of a 
Hudson River ferry," a veteran 
traveler once wrote 'There is 
a more magnificent scenerv on 
the Hudson than along the

That was in the earlv 1900's 


when, from Albany to New

Ferries on the Hudson onte 


meant adventure for small

their fate, as speedier means of 
getting from here to there 
evolved Still, some Kingston 
and Rhinechff residents have 
vivid memories of the long line 
of cars that waited on bolide} 
weekends to board the old 
Transport.

Munzini relebraH'd the recent 
4i)th anniversary of Houclini's 
death by strapping himself in 
a strait jacket and manacles 
and hanging upside down from 
a burning rope 100 feet above 
the ground. 


He escaped 1 minute and 10 


seconds before the rope would 
have burned through. 


Jeff Kaye, the owner of JHK 


Rigging Corp., was at the con- 
trols of the crane that hoisted 
Manzini 
from 
the 
Times 


Square sidewalk. An American 
Hag hung from the crane's 
hook. 


"He found me in the Yellow 


Pages," Kaye said. "At. first I 
thought he was putting me on. 
But ^he was for real. Any guy 
who calls you up and says he 
wants you to dangle him from 
a burning rope saturated with 
gasoline, it's gotta be the 
truth." 


Kaye refused to say how 


much Manzini paid for the 
privilege of having the chance 
to kill himself. 


Minutes before his feat, the 


33-year-old escape artist stood 
in the seedy • basement sur- 
roundings of the American 
Theater of Magic in his white 
canvas costume.

William C. Mullany, Democratic-Liberal candidate for sur- 


rogate judge, has announced his support for legislation in New 
York that would allow the general public the option of "do it 
yourself probate." 


Mullany allows that probate may not be uppermost on the 


public's mind. "Nobody wants to think about death," he said 
"The average person isn't that concerned about it. You only die 
once in a lifetime. How often do you get involved in probate'" 


Still, it's something that has to be faced, insists Mullany, 


charging that there are some real abuses by the legal 
profession (including the courts) against a public that has come 
to believe that an attorney is absolutely necessary for probate 


Not so, says the candidate. Not only is an attorney 


unnecessary in a great many cases — and here Mullany is 
referring only to routine cases where there are no disputes 
between tht parties — the fees they charge for what they do in 
those routine cases are unjustified. The going rate, says 
Mullany, is a minimum of five percent. Obviously, on a 
percentage basis, an attorney would rather handle larger 
estates Sometimes, says Mullany, persons with smaller estates 
either can't get attorneys or wind up paying a proportionately 
higher fee 


Mullany feels that in simple cases where all the heirs and/or 


survivors are in agreement, the probate can be handled by the 
family itself with the cssistance of perhaps the clerk to the 
surrogate judge. He also questions the advisability of continuing 
a practice where attorneys are assigned (by the court) as 
guardians to survivors that art under age He feels that too 
could be a family affair. 


Mullany sees benefits to the public other than the saving of 


the customary attorney'w fee for probate. 


"There is a heavy demand for |udges for criminal court 


matters," Mullany said at a press conference yesterday at his 
Green Street law office. "Relieving surrogate |udges of these 


routine cases would free up their time to serve the community in 
other courts." 


Assemblyman Maurice D. Hinchey — (D-IOlst Dist.) was on 


hand to lend his support to Mullany's candidacy and to his 
proposals. "There will be opposition to it, unquestionably," 
Hinchey said. "But it's one of those ideas whose time has just 
about come. 


"I admire your stand," Hinchey said of Mullany. "What you 


are doing today is very courageous. It takes courage and 
foresight to advance and support an idea like this" 


Hinchey said he would push the idea of "informal adminis- 


tration of estates" as the law is known in Wisconsin. He noted 
that State Senator Bernard Gordon has already done some 
preliminary investigation on the proposal. 


The result, could well be, as Hinchey points out, the loss or 


serious reduction of one of the more lucrative areas for the legal 
profession. 


"I know how difficult it is for an attorney, particularly one 


running for a judicial office, to speak out candidly on subjects 
that affect the pocketbooks of lawyers," Hinchey said. 


"I am sure he is concerned as any lawyer in making an 


adequate income to support his family, however, just as the 
failure of lawyers to meet the challenges of the high cost of 
auto accident litigation resulted in no-fault automobile insur- 
ance, their failure to recognize the dissatisfaction of the public 
with the outmoded, cumbersome machinery of processing estate 
matters will result in reform legislation." 


Mullany, 48, sees his willingness to consider and publicly 


discuss new ideas as one of the essential differences between 
him and his Republican opponent, Arthur Davis, 60, the 
incumbent. 


He soid that Davis has said during debate that he (Davis) 


gets only a few persons a year that "try to do it themselves" but 
that Davis says he usually refers them to an attorney. 


Mullany thinks he has a better way.
